A Man Loved and 
Honored By the 
People of Wash¬ 
ington County 
Passes Away In 
JHouisville. 

^^Hany Years He Was 
ntified With the 
usiness Interest of 
Spring-field. 

—THER OF ED. E. L. DAVISON 


Mr. Edmund L. Davison died at his 
home in Louisville last Friday morn¬ 
ing, June 7. 1907, aged eighty-(our 
ears. Mr. Davison was bom in 
Springfield on June 12, 1828. In 1843 
he was married to Miss Mary C. Stiles, 
w #f Henderson, Ky., but in the spring 
of 1882 she died, leaving one daughter, 
who married Mr. James S. Ray and 
now resides in Louisville. On June 1, 
1854, the deceased married Miss Anna 
M. Sullivant, ot Columbus, Ohio, who 
died January 15, 1899. To this union 
four children were born, two of whom 
are Hving—Mr. E. L. Davison, editor 
of The News-Leader here, and Mr. 
M. S. Davison, of Louisville. 

The following history of the career 
of the deceased appeared in Monday's 
Louisville Herald, and was principally 
reproduced from an autobiography of 
Mr. Davison: 

The funeral of Edmund L. Davison 
who succumbed to the infirmities of old 
age at the age of eighty-four Friday 
morning at his home, 1052 Second 
street, took place Saturday afternoon 
from the late residence and the inter¬ 
ment was iiyCave Hill Cemetery. When 
the remains were laid away there was 
buried a man with one of the most 
interesting and varied careers that 
perhaps qver lived. He was well ac¬ 
quainted with the highest and most 
prominent officials in his day and was 
a foremost figure in Kentucky. 

Bom in Springfield, Ky., in June, 
1823, Mr. Davison was graduated from 
Centre College, at Danville, in 1842. 
He remained on his farm in Springfield 
until 1878, when he removed his home 
to Louisville and engaged in the brok¬ 
erage business. During his varied ca¬ 
reer his fortunes rose and fell with the 
success and failure of numerous specu¬ 
lations. At one time he was the richest 
man in the State and often great ca¬ 
lamities rendered him almost penniless. 

Mr. Davison was a large speculator. 
During the Civil War he made a great 
deal of money on mules, horses, whisky 
and buying and selling vouchers. At 
the close of the great si ruggle he had 
from these sources over $100,000 profit, 
and during the five years had suffered 
but one loss. About a week before the 
war closed Mr. Davison found that 
there were only 20,000 barrels of pork 
in stock, and if the war cbntinued a 
few weeks longer, this pork would ad¬ 
vance rapidly in price, and it was then 
$40 a barrel. He purchased 1,000 bar¬ 
rels of it for $40,000 cash, and also pur¬ 
chased 1,000 barrels for a friend, who 
found later that he had but $25,000 in 
his bank. He took his note for the re¬ 
maining $15,000. but in a short while 
the war ended and pork began to de¬ 
cline in price. 

lhe friend for Whom he had bought 
the pork had $6,000 more, which was 
turned over to him, but in a few days 
the man failed, owing Mr. Davison 
$9,000. Before he could sell his pork 
the price had declined to $26 a barrel, 
and before the triend could dispose of 
V his it had dropped to $23. The assignee 


j of the man who had failed paid Mr. 

] Davison $2,000, which made his loss on 
j-that transaction $7,000, and combined 
j with that of the pork selling traAsac- 
- tion, made altoeether $21,000 loss. 

I At the beginning of the Civil war 
Mr. Davison was an ardent Union man. 
j Though he did not join the army, he 
assisted in organizing the Tenth Ken¬ 
tucky infantry, which was officered by 
Col. John M. Harlan and William H. 
Hays, both warm friends of his. 

When roller skates were the rage and 
when it was the ciaze in the United 
States, he determined he would buy the 
j right to patent them in England and 
France. He secured the patent, and sent 
hiS'two young nephews, Elias and Lyne 
I Davison, across the waters to introduce 
| them in England and France. Mr. Davi- 

■ son hired the best performers on them in 
the United States to go with them, and 

! when they arrived in England they 
I thought that they had better go to 
*! France, as the French would, in all 
probability, take more readily to them. 

The largest hall that could be se¬ 
cured in Paris was rented, and a floor 
made which was beat adapted to skat- 
, ing. A great expense was undergone 
in decorating it, and invitations ( were 
sent out to hundreds of the most prom- 
jinent people to attend. The skates 
were bought in great quantities, hun¬ 
dreds hastening to procure them. 
Everything ran along swimmingly for 
several months, with a prospect of a 
great fortune ahead for the Davisons, 
when suddenly the Franco-Prussian 
war broke out, and the large hall was 
seized by the authorities in which to 1 
I store their arms and ammunition. 

In 1856 Mr. Davison, with J. H. 1 
Thomas and W. J. Robertson, bid for 
and obtained many stage routes in the 
central, eastern and western part of the 
State, and ran them successfully and 
1 profitably until the outbreak of the 
war. Then Thomas and Robertson' 
sold their Bhares to Mr. Davison, who 
ran the routes throughout the entire 
war. The stage drivers had many 
narrow escapes when sokfiera were in 
the vicinity, and during Morgan's raid i 
several stage coaches were seized and 
burned, and the drivers admonished not 
to run them again. 

Once Morgan’s men captured Mr. 
Davinson’s partner, Ben Wilson, and | 
were about to bum the coach and take 
Wilson prisoner, when asquadof Union 
men under Major Halasey dashed up 
and scattered the Confederate forces 
right and left rescuing Mr. Wilson 
and the passengers. 

Mr. Davison owned hundreds of 
horses and mules during his life. A live 
stock insurance company was organ-' 
ized in Louisville, and he insured many 
horses for $120 each. Soon after they 
were taken with glanders and died 
rapidly. Mr Davison absorbed their en- 
| tire capital of $2,000, the company go¬ 
ing but of business. Since that time 
i there has never been another organiza¬ 
tion of the kind in the State. 

I In the Summer of 1878 Judge Ballard 
died suddenly, creating a vacancy in 
I the judicial district, and there were 

■ many applicants for the place, among 
them Judge Barr and Kemp Goodloe. of 

I Louisville. Through his untiring efforts 
and by talking to President Ruther¬ 
ford B. Hayes, with whom he was ac¬ 
quainted, Mr. Davison secured the 
| Judgeship for Col. W. H. Hayes, who 
died of heart disease less than a week 
later in the same manner as had his 
predecessor. Judge Ballard. 

Mr. Davison inherited from his 
father twelve or fifteen slaves, and< by 
his marriage got five or six more. 

' When tfiey were freed he did not re- 
! gard their freedom as a loss, but was 
I rather glad, for since his youth he hail 
always been impressed that he had no 
moral right to their services. None of 
the slaves he owned was ever whipped, 
i a threat to hire or sell them being suf- 
; ficient to control them. He never sold 
| a slave, and bought one only because 
the negro man's family were his prop¬ 
erty and he 'wanted them to be togeth-' 

In 1862, while Mr. Davison was at 
| the Galt House here, he attended a so¬ 
cial gathering one night, where he met 
1 many of his old army friends and cor- 1 
lege companions. He had an engage- ; 
ment the following morning, but awoke 
just three-quarters of an hour too late 
and with a burning headache. He: 
vowed then and there never again to, 
i imbibe of any intoxicant in a l>ar room 
or outside, at home or abroad. This 
1 resolution was made forty-two years 
ago, and he never broke it. 

I For six years prior to his death the 
j picturesque old man had been totally 
i blind and deaf. During all that time 
i he never left the house, but remained 
[ indoors, studying and reading by means 
1 of raised letters. Three years ago he , 
! wrote an autobiography of his interest-1 
mg career with one of his grand¬ 
children acting as his amanuensis. The 
story was a thrilling history of the life 
of a most versatile character, and was 
written in a frank style, especially for 
the benefit of his children and grand¬ 
children. From bis own story the 
facts above narrated were taken.

S. W, Hager In a Letter 
to the Kentucky Issue 
Declares For Local 
Option and Sunday 
Closing. 

Frankfort, Ky.. June 10.-In a letter 
addressed to the editor of the Kentucky 
Issue, Judge S. W. Hager, Democratic 
nominee for the office of Governor <rf 
the State, declares that if elected to 
that office, he will “favor and encoer- 
age the enactment of all reasonable 
and practicable measures that make 
for and truly advance the cause of 
temperance.” 

In forceful language he adda that the 
county unit local option law has hia 
hearty approval, and he will favor the 
development ot the statute to fully 
meet the demands of the people of the 
State. „ . 

Frankfort, Ky., May 25. 1907.-Mr. 
L. C. Kelly, Editor Kentucky Isaoe, 
Louisville, Ky.,—My Dear Sir: I am 
in receipt of your letter requesting me, 
through the columns of yoor paper, to 
define my attitude toward legislative 
measures relating to temperance and 
the better enforcement of the Sunday 
closing laws, should such measures de¬ 
mand my attention as Governor of 
Kentucky, in the event I am elected. 

Complying, I say that I am . is 
sympathy with the best thought and 
sentiment of our State, ind heartily 
favor, not only the material advance¬ 
ment of our Commonwealth, but its 
moral upbuilding, and to that end, if 
elected Governor, shall favor and en¬ 
courage the enactment of all reasonable 
and practicable measures that make 
for and truely advance the cause of 
temperance. 

I heartily approve the action of the 
last Democratic General Assembly in 
passing the County Unit law. the 
principal of which I believe to be 
thoroughly Democratic, and will favor 
such development of said law as will 
fully meet the demands of the people 
of the Commonwealth. I will be in 
sympathy with a pofiev that will keep 
the laws abreast of the best moral sen¬ 
timent of the people. 

Being a Democrat I believe in the 
largest degree of personal liberty con¬ 
sistent with the general welfare; but 
pn the strict enforcement of the laws I 
stand “four square to every wind that 
blows. ’’ 

When.and in the event I become Gov¬ 
ernor, my oath will be tp faithfully exe¬ 
cute the duties of that office. I shall 
prove true to my oath and duty ”te 
take care that the laws are faithfully 
executed.” Certainly, therefore, I 
shall, if necessary, exhaust every pre¬ 
rogative of the office in seeing that the 
laws relating to the proper observance 
of the Sabbath are enforced.

Death of David L. Graves. 


Ubanon Enterprise: Mr. David 
Lawrence Graves, a pioneer distiller ot 
Kentucky, died last Friday, May, 31. 
1907, at St. Mary and Elizabeth Hospi¬ 
tal, Louisville, of a complication of di¬ 
seases. For the past five years Mr. 
Graves had made his home in this city, 
and for the past two years his health 
has steadily declined. Three weeks 
ago his condition became so serious 
that he went to Louisville where he 
gradually grew worse until death 
relieved him. Funeral services were 
conducted at the Cathedral of the As¬ 
sumption, Louisville, Monday, after 
which hia remains were interred in St 
Louis cemetery, beside tho grave of 
hia wife. 

The deceased was born Jn Marion 
county, near Lebanon, on the Me El ray 
pike. May 14. 1826. He was the son of 
Jesaie A. Graves and Elizabeth Gannon, 
pioneer citizens of Marion county, hav¬ 
ing come here early in the 'nineteenth 
century from Maryland. His father 
died August 5, 1834, nearly eighteen 
years before the death of his mother, 
which occurred July 20 1862.

How to Have a Clean Kitchen. 


A Jewish Colony. 

LaRue Herald: An organization 
known as the Jewish Aid Society, of 
which Rabbi Levi, of Chicago, is the 
head, has bought a body of land on the 
Muldraughs hills east of town, and has 
established a Jewish colqpy, to be 
known as the Co-Operative "Poultry and 
Fruit Farm of Kentucky. The land was 
bought and t>aid tor by an agent of the 
Society, and it will be stocked and pro¬ 
vided with the necessary buildings. It 
will be given for the use of worthy 
Jews and for | those who from illness 
find it desirable to seek country air and 
more wholesome tood than city life 
provides. Thejj will be maintained by 
the Society until the colony is thor¬ 
oughly ^ell-supporting and in good fi¬ 
nancial condition. Several years ago a 
very wealthy Jew of New York City 
died and left an immense sum—several 
millions—for this purpose, and this is 
one of the colonies to be established 
with the fund his will provided, it being 
a rigidly-adhered-to policy of the Jews 
that none of their race shall ever have 
to be dependent upon public charity. 

At present there are only four mem¬ 
bers of the colony here and their fami¬ 
lies have not yet arrived. In a short 
time there will be probably twenty-five 
or thirty families of them and they will 
engage in raising poultry and small 
fruit. 

They are good citizens and will un¬ 
doubtedly make good farmess. At 
present they are getting their farms 
into shape for the use to which it will 
be put and will be prepared by next | 
year to have it producing. Mr. S. El- ! 
kins, the first one to arrive, is a very 
pleasant gentleman and thinks that he 
will be delighted with his new home. 
Having been an invalid for years, he 
hopes to recover his heal'h here and 
says that he is already improving.

"Persons must not run a motor ve¬ 
hicle on a public highway at a greater 
rate of speed than is reasonable and 
proper at the time.and place, consider¬ 
ing the traffic and the use of the high¬ 
way and its condition, or so as to put 
in danger the life or limb of any per¬ 
son, and in no event at a greater speed 
than fifteen miles per hour, except in 
cities and parks. Motor vehicles means 
all vehicles run by gasoline, or other 
explosives, steam and electricity, ex 
| cepting such as runs on tracks and 
tramways. On approaching crossing 
of highways, bridges, going around 
curves, or down hills, tne vehicle shall 
be under control, and must not go at a 
greater rate than six , miles per hour 
Upon approaching a person walking, 
riding or driving on a highway, the 
person running the vehicle (motor) 
shall give a signal by bell oh horn and 
use every means to insure safety to 
the person walking, riding or driving, 
and to keep from frightening any ani¬ 
mal, and must have the vehicle under 
control, and if apparently necessary 
come to a stop.
